They were standing idly 


about tho city, aud as a largo majority of 
tho working element of every city como 
from tho country and nro accustomed to 
aud skilled in tilling tho soil, I bolievod 
that with such a vast amount of vacant 
land thoro was a good opportunity to put 
theso men iu a \vny of securing n subsis- 
tence for cho ensuing wintov: by giving 
thorn a chance to cultivate tho land.

requested the use of it and more than ~,- 
000 acres within the corporate limits of 
Detroit woro placed at our 
disposal. 


Owing to the lateness of tho season and 
tho fact that thcro was no provision for 
raising money for expenses, all of tho 
land offered was not used, and many ap- 
plicants had to to denied.

families oagcrly sought to tako ad vantage 
of tho plan; but only 1,000 families could 
be accommodated. Tho work was carried 
mi utidor tho supervision of a committed 
appointed for that purpose, whoso report 
1 soiul you under separate! covor. 3 also 
send yon n copy o[ my sixth annual mes- 
sage. These pamphlets will give you in 
detail how tlio work wns inaugurated and 
carried on. 


One thing iu particular which devel- 


oped here, was that at least <J~'A Por cent, 
of the poor and unemployed aro willing 
to work if prupcrly directed and given an 
opportunity to do so and tho matter of 
pdncat-iiiR thum toj[assist themselves in- 
stead of being entirely dependent on char- 
ity, is worth muro than some people roal- 
i/.e. Iu my opinion if moi'O money was 
spent in assisting tho poor people gener- 
ally, it would lurcoly decrease tho expen- 
ses'of the police department, as trouble. Is 
not likely to nriso whon people aro em- 
ployed and especially so when employed 
in tholr own interests. 


Tho plan will bo put intc effect this 


year, but upon n nnieh larger srule.as the 
common council has appropriated 50,000 
to defray nil necessary expenses. I would 
bo pleased to givo you any further infor- 
mation thr.r. yon may desire.

posed to bo oxaotod from every lot owner 
for the purpose of cutting grass, but for 
no other improvmonts such as taking "ire 
of flowers etc. 
Lot owners woro to bo 


compelled to pay tbo assessment -whether 
they out tho grass themselves or not, and 
in easo they did not, a penalty was pro- 
vided for t-ho forfeiture ot their lot at tho 
expiration ot twenty years. The question 
als arose whether tho city could legally 
collect- tlio assessments. 


It was the opinion of many that Int 


owners, having a clear deed to their prop- 
erty could not bu compelled to pay. 
Under such existing circumstances Aid. 
Lewis moved tabt all parts of section 2U3, 
relating to assessments being levied, bo 
stricken out. 


Aid. Hanson wished to know in what 


way money could bo raised in easo the 
clauso was stricken out. 


Aid. Lewis replied that for tho reason

Aid. Hanson stated that it was not for

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METHODS OF SEEDING. 


The ConvpriTO'-lvo Merits of BroatlcAietLnfc 


Versus ScctUae With ft Drill. 


Thoro is n, strong suspicion nmong 


many practical fm'inors that the advan- 
tages of tho grain drill for geocling have 
toon ovesrostimatoel American. Cultiva- 
tor believes thnt the drill simply ns i\ 
sooclor lias not ;^o superiority over 
broadcast seeding "tur.t it had when first 
introdttoed, and for thoso reasons: Tho 
ground is now, with bettor iwploruonts 
for cultivation, in muoh finer tilth than 
it was formerly the ccstoui to put it. 
If tho ground is poorly prepared, tho 
drill can do ttoo work better than is 
possible by hand sowing. 
It will cover 


tho seed and more evenly than it oan bo 
covered in any other way. 
It nlso hag 


the advantage for winter grain that the 
seed was deposited in a hollow, with 
the drill ridge on either sido helping to 
hold tho snow over tho plant. 


Danger of covering seed too deeply is 


not appreciated as it should bo. Drills 
ought to have even wiuov tiros than nro 
now common, for in going over well 
fitted seed bods they will sink down too 
deeply. 
Rolling with a heavy roller 


will, to somo oxtcntv remedy this evil. 
For winter grain tho roller should be 
need twico or more, alternating with 
tho clragnud finishing with tho smooth- 
ing harrow. 
On ground thus prepared 


tho drill wheels, if broad tired, will not 
sink in deeply, and tho tubes may bo 
set to put tho seed in at very shallow 
depth. 


This is also good for spring grain, 


which is nearly always drilled too deep- 
ly. It is indispensable with grain that 
has to pass through winter and spring 
with tho smldon alternations of freezing 
and thawing lifting the soil up at night 
and letting it fall when thawed out 
during tho day. 
Unless tho grain roots 


arc horizontal and near tho surface they 
cannot live through such usage. 
To 


have the grain roots thus tho seed must 
bo covered as lightly us possible for it 
to grow, says tho authority quoted. 


Tho caso'is cited of a highly success- 


ful farmer who discards tho drill for oats, 
but. usos it 1'ov barley and winter wheat, 
us with thcso ho considers a dressing of 
phosphate essential to making a certain 
crop. Tho fertilizer is best put in with 
tho seed by a drill. 
On broadcasted 


grain tho mineral manure does little 
good. Tho drill will doubtless havo tho 
preference for thoso who wish to ferti- 
lize tho crop M tho saino time tho seed 
is sown. 
But if no fertili/.or is used, 


and tho ground is put in proper condi- 
tion, tho scud can bo broadcasted with 
about as much certainty of a crop os if 
it woro put in with a drill. 


Corn alono will not males n good 


ohickon — it is most valuable for its fat- 
tening and warming qualities. 
Wheat 


contains tho material for bono, feathers, 
etc., oats for muscle. 
So we feud corn 


two parts, wheat ono part, oats one 
part, and wo hnvo a fast growing chiok- 
on. 
Food either of thoso grains alone 


iind we have all kinds of monstrosities 
— weak logged, soro eyed, no feathers 
and every confidvablu deformity. 
Add 


to thoso grains :, quantity of meat to 
tako tho plr.co of insects, which form a 
part of theiv natural food. Seo that they 
havo plenty of saucl or gravel. 
They 


have no teeth, and must havo this gravel 
to grind the> food in tho giz/ard. 
Give 


oyster or olain slioll ground or pounded 
as fine as wheat. 
Kceip by. them nlso 


powdered charcoal — it pruvoiits the di- 
gostivo organs from becoming clogged 
with soured food if they have oaten too 
much. 
If all thcso things are provided 


1'cr them, tho sheds kept clean, occasion- 
ally sprinkled with curbolio acid and 
once is month given a thin coat of 
whitewash, tho chickens should kuop iu 
perfuot health. But if any signs of roup 
or other diseases to which they are sub- 
ject should appear wo use a liberal sup- 
ply of Douglas mixture, which is sim- 
ply ono poiind of sulphate of iron (cop- 
peras) and nn ounce of sulphuric acid 
dissolved in a gallon of water. 
Dose, 


two or throe tablospoonfnls to each 100 
chickens, iu their food or drink, for 
each day until they nro better. 
Tho

MACHINE CUT' POTATO SEED. 


Ch»raot«rl«f.lo Fcntnnw ot the Cnttcr Ar» 


Rapidity nnel Uulform Slzo of Sccel. 
Machiuos for cutiiug seed potatoes 


have now been sold for several years, 
uud thoso who nso them havo had n fair 
chanco to estimate thoir real value. In 
order to loam whether ,tboso slicors are 
rnoro reliable than a knife in tho hands 
of an ordinary workman Rnrartfew 
Yorker solicited tho experiences of a 
number of farmers who havo given tho 
machines a fair trial. Tho outtor is n 
simple sot of knives, which press down 
ou tho potato and slice it into square 
piocos. 
• 
>- 


A \7irgiuia farmer thus summed tip 


tho desirable points of the potato cut- 
tor: 
The rapidity with which tlio seed 


can bo cut, tho uniform siuo of tho seed, 
and nt tho suiuo timo tho removing of 
tho sood ond of tho potato. In many 
localities it is important to got the seed 
into tho ground as soon as possible, and 
it would require q«ito n number of 
hands to koop tho planter running un- 
less the seed were cut a number of days 
ahead. With a cutter an ordinary man 
can, with two or throe hours' start, keep 
tho planter going without any trouble, 
and ono can feel satisfied that tha seed 
is out muoh moro perfectly than it 
•wonld hove been out by an ordinary 


hired man with a knifo. Ho did'not 
think that tho machine would be eMpo- 
oially osof nl on a small farm, but any 
one planting 35 barrels of seeded up- 
ward should certainly not be without a 
potato cutter. 


Ono correspondent reported as fol- 


lows: I used tho Aspinwall potato oat- 
ter last Benson. A man can out with this 
maohiuo, of large and medium potatoes, 
from six to eight bushels an hour. 
It 


does the best work on large and medium 
sized potatoes which havo the eyes even- 
ly distributed. It does better work gen- 
erally on long potatoes. I could not toll 
what percentage of hills were missed, 
but I think mcro than whore we planted 
hand cut seed. I think an average hired 
man will do as good work with the ma- 
chine as ho would with n knife, unless 
vou make him take so muoh pains with 
the knifo that it would not bo profitable. 
Such a machine is desirable booauso one 
man will out seed as fast as four or five 
by hand, and whore one uses a plaster 
ho can keep it running steadily, with- 
out extra help or without cutting potn- 
toes ahead, which I havo found to bo 
risky business. 
Whore potatoes are 


drilled with an AspinwaU planter I 
don't think the loss from missing hills 
amounts to mnoh, 


A Long Island farmer claimed that 


his cutter out about six bushels an hour, 
doing its best work on long, medium 
sized tubers. He did not havo over 1 
par cent of missing hills. He preferred 
seed out with tho machine to that out 
by hand, as it cuts uniform and wastes 
no seed. 
Ho calculated that n cutter 


saves the timo of four men at a busy 
season, but that to mnke tho machine 
valuable ono should cut from CO to ?D 
bushels of potatoes. 
. 


A Word About Tosturca. 


Remember that oloso grazing is ruin- 


ous to any pasture. Tiiero is uo economy 
in it, for what tho close grazing does 
not destroy tho hot sun will finish. 
Don't destroy thoso valuable portious of 
your farm by being penny wiso and 
pound foolish. If you haven't sufficient 
pasture for all your stock, sell somo of 
tho stock or food grain. It has been dem- 
onstrated at tho experiment stations that 
by feeding grain to cows while they aro 
being pastured wo not only save the 
pasture laud, hut in tho end save money. 
A little grain fed to tbo dairy cows 
every day during pasturing makes tho 
cream richer and tho butter much supe- 
rior than if given nothing but grass. 
But before tho grass is destroyed and 
close cropping beyiiis the grain feeding 
should begin. Food a little grain morn- 
ing nud night and restrict the animals 
in their grazing,.=0 that no one part of the 
Cold can be cropped too close. 


A Cc/oel Graftlucr Wax. 


Tho Farm Journal says: For grafting 


wax wo think this is about right: To 8 
parts rosiii and 3 of beeswax add 1 of 
tallow. Put- in an iron pot, heat slowly 
and mix well. Pour ont into cold water 
nud pull by hand until it assumes a 
light uolor; work into sticks and put 
into a cool placo till wanted. In using, 
oil tho hands, work tho wax until soft 
aud press it tightly around tho graft 
and ovor the cracks. If tlio day bo warm, 
it is snmotimcs bettor to occasionally . 
moisten the hands with cold water. 


Wo do not think it necessary to cuter 


into the minutiro o f ' t h o operation of 
grafting, but simply to impress upon all 
tho importance of having the inner bark 
of tho stock and scions to fit tightly to- 
gether. If this be attended to, success is 
almost certain. 


Nc-evs anel Notes, 


Experiments intulo ot the jSow York 


aud Connecticut stations with fungi- 
cides on seed potatoes for tlio prevention 
of scab show that soaking tho seed for 
!,';< hours in t> .solution of xiuc sulphate 
(white vitriol), an ounce to a gallon of 
water, gfivo apparently tuo greatest free- 
dom from scab, ovur copper sulphate 
(blue vitriol), copperas (iiou sulphate) 
or corrosive sublimate. 


An increasing number of farmers se- 


lect seed corn with great caro, not only 
as to its vitality, but as to tho suitability 
of tho variety for thoir soil and climate. 


As a rule, wo do not advise spring 


sowing of tho Crimson. 
Lato summer 


or early fall is the proper timo for it. 


A new use of wool has been found by 


the fruitgrowers of \vostovn Now York. 
They use it to put under thu bands 
around tho apple trees in early spring, 
so as to keep the canker worm from as- 
caudiug. 


While eacaline may have a special 


value for land too wet or too dry for 
other forage) plants in other localities it 
is isdvisatl to experiment with it only in 
si Kmn!l way, as it is very difficult to 
eradicate when ouco established. 


Sow oats as early as tho ground will 


permit.

The Acadlans who, in tho 'final act ol 


tho various changes which Nova Sootia s 
proprietorship underwent, wore exiled by 
the British in 17G6 from tholr beloved set- 
tlement wore in no rospoot of a peculiar 
race. They wore simply French people wno 
had emigrated to tho now world to seen 
more favorable conditions. They found a 
fertile and attractive section in whloh to 
reside and wore contented and ho-ppy- 
They called their homoAcndia, orL Caaie, 
tho place of happiness, and when tho tragic 
"event occurred which drove them out the 
name Acndinjis clung to thorn, nor have 
they yet lost it. • 
- Hero among tho Louisiana rice and sug- 
ar lands, where live tho descendants ot the 
original exiles who sought freedom and 
ponce under a southern sun, "Acadians 
is a common designation. "Cadyans it 
is pronounced by tho average citizen, and 
they hnvo como to bo thought of <vs a race- 
apart a people whoso native country if 
not France, but AcatUa. Tho term is fre- 
quently used indeed by those who know 
nothing of tholr history. 


In many respects' the cxllo was of ma- 


terial benefit to this people. The cllmaw 
of Louisiana Is for nearer that ot France 
than tho coasts of Nova Scotia.

French settlers entered eagerly upon tho

It has becu tho family's headquar- 


ters all these fourscore years, being handed 
down from father to son until It has be- 
come almost sacred, and an offer to pur- 
chase a member of the family would be con- 
sidered scarcely less insulting than ono to 
buv the roof which has sheltered several 
generations of ancestors. With this expe- 
rience duplicated on every hand number? 
of those families have gained the designa- 
tion of "aristocracy," and they seem to 
hnvo earned it.

Riches do not necessarily abound in a 


fertile laud, nnd tho Acadian or old French 
families aro not all wealthy. The war was

W<A visit to ouo of these old_ homesteads 
reveals a now phnso of life. It is as if one 
wore suddenly transported to a foreign 
land and were set amid a new people. 
Manv of the ndult members 'of Acadian 
families can speak no English, and in tho 
home* French is spokeu almost entirely. 
Thev tiro conservative! in custom and man- 
uer and cling tenaciously to the habits and 
ways ot their forefathers. 
Said a business man in one of the lend- 


ing towns of tho parish: "I went out last 
summer to tho fnrm of a Cadyan family, 
trad although I WHS prepared for considera- 
ble prlmitivencss I did not uppveliond that 
I would soo what I did. The. family was 
quite poor, mid perhaps that accounted i.o 
some extent for tho course taken. In the 
vard was tho stump of a pine tree.

Hon. Cliaunccy M. Dcpew Gives Sonic In- 


frostluE Hallway Statistics.

BUFFALO, April 8.— In tho course of n 


recent address before the Hn-ilroad branch 
of tho Y. M. 0. A., not yet given out for 
general publication, Mr. Chauncoy M. Do- 
pew presented some interesting statistics, 
showing .-cry clearly t lip dominant posi- 
tion of American railroads. • 
There are-100,000 miles of -railroad in 


the world, of whloh about halt are within 
tho boundaries of the United States. This 
enormous mileage has been created1.practi- 
cally within the last half century; and it 
hasVirtually revolutionized the business 
of the world' and mankind's mode of life. 


"In 1830," said Mr. Dcpew, "it cost 


about 20 cents per ton per mile to got the 
products of the fnrm, the rolno or the fac- 
torvto market, nnd for a 100 miloliaul 
just about the whole value of the product, 
but bv the introduction of a-iulroads tho 
co<t of carriage, has becu reduced to 2 
cents per ton per mile on the average In 
Europe and oip'm-temlK of K cent per ton 
per mili; in t!iu United States. 


"The usual result of a reduction of price 


is that somebody suffers, but the-reduc- 
tions In the 1-os.t iifliviiif- Rinsed Ibyt.iP 
railroad?, which have made it possible for 
large populations to exist where none ex- 
isted before, have not cost the world any- 
thing, but have been a clean -contribution 
TO r.uiukind bv the construction of tho 
railwry 
It lias been demonstrated that
